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Mandate 


The Teacher Education Review 
Committee was created by the 
Deputy Minister of Education in 1985 
to examine all aspects of teacher 
education. The work of the committee 
was supported by two major research 
studies: 


- Teacher Education in Ontario: 
Current Practice and Options for the 
Future (M. Fullan and 
F. M. Connelly, 1987) 

- Perspectives on Teacher Supply and 
Demand in Ontario, 1988-2008 
(Laverne Smith, 1989) 


The Final Report of the Teacher 
Education Review Steering Committee 
(the TERC Report) was presented in 
September 1988. Recommendation 1 
of that report stated, “It is 
recommended that a provincial 
advisory council known as the 
Ontario Council on Teacher 
Education (OCTE) be established by 
September 1, 1989.” The council’s 
name was later changed to the 
Teacher Education Council, Ontario 
(TECO). 


TECO was established to advise the 
Minister of Education and the 
Minister of Colleges and Universities 
on all aspects of policy and program 
development, planning, research, and 
other issues relevant to the continued 


improvement of teacher education in 
Ontario. 


TECO’s specific mandate is to advise 
the ministers on: 


- all aspects of the certification of 
teachers; 

- policies and regulations 
concerning admissions to teacher 
education institutions, pre-service 
programs, induction programs, 
and in-service programs; 

— the process for reviewing new 
and existing programs at the pre- 
service, in-service, and graduate 
levels; 

- strategic planning and priority 
setting in general; annual 
reporting concerning the supply 
of and demand for teachers in 
particular; and 

- funding for research projects in 
teacher education. 


Mission Statement 


TECO’s mission is to ensure 
excellence and equity in the teaching 
and learning processes in both official 
languages of instruction by: 


— identifying ways and means of 
improving the selection and 
preparation of prospective 
teachers and supporting the 
renewal of teaching staff in 
Ontario schools; 

-— fostering the concept of teacher 
education as a continuum; 

— enlisting the co-operation of 
partners in education to 
encourage positive developments 
in teacher education through 
dialogue, inquiry, research, and 
innovative undertakings; and 


- providing clear directions to the 
Minister of Education and the 
Minister of Colleges and 
Universities. 


This mission statement was 
developed by TECO members and 
representatives of the French- 
Language and Parents’ Advisory 
committees during a two-day retreat 
in March 1990. It specifies TECO’s 
major activities in concrete and 
operational terms and reflects the 
type of organization TECO wishes to 
be. 


In its third year, TECO completed 
many of the activities it had 
undertaken to address the 
recommendations of the Final Report 
of the Teacher Education Review Steering 
Committee (the TERC Report). 


Following is a summary of some of 
TECO’s activities during 1991-92. 
Further details are provided in later 
sections of the report. 


A research paper on the assessment 
of the language competency of 
candidates for French-language 
teacher education pre-service 
programs was received in April 
1992. It has been presented to the 
French-Language Advisory 
Committee for comment, 
suggestions, and recommended 
action. 


A research report entitled Project 

95+: Image of the Future Teacher was 
received in April 1992. The report 
includes a discussion paper on the 
profile of those who will teach in the 
schools of Ontario in the year 1995 
and beyond. The release of the 
report, consultations, and invitational- 
type discussions will continue into 
1093: 


The council’s report on admissions, 
Selection for Teacher Education 
Programs, was presented to the 
Minister of Education and the 
Minister of Colleges and Universities 
in May 1992. The tabling of the report 


followed a three-month period of 
consultation on the Report of the 
Task Force on Admissions. 


A research paper on the topic of 
faculty renewal was received in 
May 1992 and was presented to the 
council for approval in September. 


The report Teachers for French- 
Language Schools: Supply and Demand 
was approved by the French- 
Language Advisory Committee and 
the council and presented to the 
Minister of Education and the 
Minister of Colleges and Universities 
in May 1992. 


The council received a task force 
report on in-service in June 1992. This 
report will be discussed at the 
September 1992 council meeting and 
is expected to proceed to the 
consultation phase in October 1992. 


The Task Force on the Review of 
Pre-service Programs was established 
in 1990. A research report formed the 
basis for a final task force paper, 
which was presented to the council in 
June 1992. Consultation activities on 
the report will continue through the 
end of the year. 


The two ministers will receive 
TECO’s report Support for Beginning 
Teachers (Induction) in October 1992. 
The consultation phase, following 
receipt of the research report, was 
completed in April 1992. 


Collaborative activities with the 
council’s jurisdictional partners will 
follow ministerial approvals. 


The Collaborative Teacher Education 
Project (Early Childhood Education), 
involving Centennial College of 
Applied Arts and Technology, 
Ryerson Polytechnical Institute, and 
the Faculty of Education of the 
University of Toronto, continued into 
its second year. The program design 
stage was completed in May 1992. 
The project is expected to be 
completed in December 1992 and to 
proceed for institutional approvals. 


In early 1992, the Deputy Minister of 
Education forwarded a referral to 
TECO requesting the design of an 
orientation program for those who 
wish to teach in Ontario and whose 
initial teacher education has taken 
place outside the province. Work 
teams were organized and 
consultation activities were initiated 
in May, and the program design is 
scheduled for completion in 
December 1992. 


In summary, during its third year 
TECO culminated many of its 
preliminary activities and forwarded 
several advisory reports to the 
Minister of Education and the 
Minister of Colleges and Universities. 


The Council

French-Language Advisory 
Committee 


The French-Language Advisory 
Committee (FLAC) provides advice 
to TECO on matters related to 
French-language teacher education. 


FLAC’s membership, in addition to 
including TECO’s four francophone 
members, is composed of 
representatives of trustees, parents, 
the Ecole des sciences de l’éducation, 
the Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities, and the Ministry of 
Education’s Centre for Teacher 
Education. 


FLAC held three meetings between 
October 1991 and March 1992. The 
committee’s work focused on an 
analysis of the results of a research 
study on French-language teacher 
supply and demand, which was 
funded by TECO and undertaken by 
the University of Ottawa. Following 
this analysis, a report containing a 
series of recommendations was 
submitted to the council. These 
recommendations became the basis of 
proposals that the council presented 
to the Minister of Education and the 
Minister of Colleges and Universities 
in May 1992. Additional information 
about this project is provided later in 
this report under the heading 
“Teachers for French-Language 
Schools: Supply and Demand”. 


In addition to working on this major 
project, FLAC provided advice and 
comments to the council’s various 
task forces. 


A second invitational forum on 
French-language education was 
organized jointly by FLAC and the 
Association des enseignantes et 
enseignants franco-ontariens (AEFO). 
The forum, whose theme was 
“Planning for Change”, featured a 
conference and workshops on various 
aspects of implementing change. A 
panel of experts dealt with the 
implementation of induction 
programs in Ontario schools. 


The results of a TECO-funded 
research study on the assessment of 
the language competency of 
candidates for French-language 
teacher education programs were 
presented at FLAC’s March meeting. 
It is expected that a FLAC report to 
the council on the proposed follow- 
up to this report will be submitted in 
the fall.

Parents’ Advisory Committee 


The six-member Parents’ Advisory 
Committee (PAC) has been active in 
the council's activities. The interaction 
between PAC and TECO helps to 
strengthen parental involvement 
generally in the area of education and 
specifically in teacher education. 


PAC members discussed Project 
1995+ and returned to their 
jurisdictions with views to contribute 
to each organization’s submission 
concerning the project. They also 
provided input to the members of the 
Task Force on Admissions and the 
Task Force on In-service. 


PAC presented its Third Annual 
Report to the council in June 1992. 
The report outlined the structure, 
organization, goals, and activities of 
PAC’s three member associations — 
Fédération des associations de 
parents francophones de l’Ontario 
(FAPFO), Federation of Catholic 
Parent-Teacher Associations of 
Ontario (FCPTAO), and Ontario 
Federation of Home and School 
Associations (OFHSA). The report 
contained three recommendations 
concerning parental involvement in 
the development of guidelines and 
the implementation of the induction 
phase of teacher education.

TECO has used a variety of 
approaches to act on the 
recommendations of the TERC 
Report, to identify areas requiring 
investigation, to respond to referrals, 
and to address emerging issues. 
These approaches include establishing 
task forces, project teams, and work 
groups, as well as sponsoring 
research projects and organizing 
discussion groups to provide input 
and reaction. 


No matter which approach is utilized, 
the activity generally includes 
reviewing existing practices in the 
area of study, identifying issues, and 
developing options for presentation 
to TECO. 


For all projects, TECO and the 
secretariat ensure the appropriate 
representation of gender, system 
(public and separate), language, 
geographical region, visible 
minorities, Native peoples, people 
with disabilities, and constituent 
groups. During 1991-92, 154 
organizations and agencies were 
involved in TECO’s projects. 


Following is a summary TECO’s 
major projects and activities. 


THE COUNCIL'S AC 


“TIVITIES 


Project 1995+ 


Invitations were issued to one 
hundred individuals, organizations, 
and agencies to submit papers 
outlining their perception of the 
profile of the teacher of the near 
future. The responses from educators, 
economists, sociologists, parents, 
students, and community groups 
were challenging, optimistic, and 
diverse. 


In September 1991, a research project 
began. The researchers analysed the 
responses, reviewed “futures” 
literature, met with appropriate 
groups, and prepared a document 
that introduces, portrays, and 
welcomes the teacher of the future. 


The research results were received in 
June 1992 and will be used as a 
contextual document for the council’s 
review of pre-service teacher 
education programs. 


Selection for Teacher 
Education Programs 


The Task Force on Admissions, 
established in June 1990, was 
composed of a five-member core 
team and three work groups. Each 
work group was chaired by a 
member of the core team. In total, 
fourteen individuals representing 
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TECO’s constituent groups and the 
colleges of applied arts and 
technology were involved. 

Mrs. Margaret Wilson, 
secretary/treasurer of the Ontario 
Teachers’ Federation, was the chair of 
the task force. (See Appendix 2 for 
task force and work group members.) 


The task force held twenty-five 
meetings between June 1990 and May 
1991. In its outreach activities, it 
invited submissions from twenty-five 
education and community groups, 
obtained information from other 
provinces and educational 
jurisdictions outside Canada, and 
held day-long meetings with more 
than forty representatives of other 
professions, employers, and groups in 
the education community. 


The task force presented its report to 
TECO in June 1991. The council 
accepted the report for consultation 
purposes. Invitations to attend 
consultation meetings were issued to 
forty-nine education and community 
groups and, between August 1991 
and November 1991, thirteen 
meetings were held with 
representatives of thirty-nine groups. 
In addition, written responses were 
received from fourteen groups. 


Before its release for consultation, the 
report was discussed with the 
Minister of Education and the 
Minister of Colleges and Universities. 
Following its consideration of 
information received from the 
consultation process, the task force 
forwarded its findings and final 
recommendations to TECO in 
February 1992. 


In considering the needs identified 
and recommendations put forth by 
the task force and the information 
received during the subsequent 
consultation, TECO took into account 
the responsibilities of the partners in 
teacher education, the need to 
maintain a pool of high-quality 
candidates and to encourage 
diversity, and possible differences in ° 
the impact of the recommendations 
on English-language and French- 
language teacher education 
institutions. The council also 
recognized that the implementation 
of the recommendations should take 
into account the lead time required 
for universities to respond and for 
candidates to make appropriate 
course selections at the postsecondary 
level. 


In May 1992, TECO presented its 
report to the Minister of Education 
and the Minister of Colleges and 
Universities. The report includes 
recommendations relating both to 
requirements for initial teaching 
qualifications and to the selection 
criteria and process for teacher 
education programs. The report also. 
indicates activities that TECO is 
prepared to initiate following the 
acceptance of its recommendations 
and describes other collaborative 
activities that have been undertaken 
to address aspects of the selection 
process that require the active 
participation of TECO’s constituent 
groups and groups from the larger 
community. 


Pre-service Programs 


The TERC Report confirms the 
assumption that all teacher education 
activities, including those in the pre- 
service phase, can and must be 
viewed as a continuum. The report 
also suggests that pre-service 
programs must: 


—- exhibit consistency by honouring 
the basic requirements outlined in 
Regulation 269; 

- exhibit flexibility to recognize 
differences in the size, location, 
language of instruction, and 
social context of each faculty; 

— give students an understanding 
of the historical, philosophical, 
social, religious, legal, and 
professional aspects of education; 

- include five basic components: 
¢ the context of teaching, 
¢ the basis for teaching and 

learning, 
* pedagogy, 
e curriculum studies, 
¢ field-based experience; 

— be adjusted: 

¢ in light of new developments 
in teaching and learning, 

e to acknowledge changes in 
admission requirements, 

¢ to embrace induction programs. 


A steering committee of four TECO 

members was formed to address the 
area of pre-service. The committee is 
to present a report that will: 


- identify the issues in pre-service 
education; 

—- prioritize these issues; 

- by consultation, confirm and/or 
revise the issues; and 


— suggest methods of addressing 
the issues. 


During the period from October to 
December 1991, eight meetings were 
held (five meetings for English- 
language programs and three 
meetings for French-language 
programs). The meetings were held 
in London, North Bay, Ottawa, 
Sudbury, Toronto, and Welland. 


In all, over one hundred individuals 
participated in the meetings. 
Participants included faculty 
members, classroom teachers, 
principals, representatives from the 
Ontario Teachers’ Federation, 
Ministry of Education regional office 
personnel, trustees, and supervisory 
officers. 


An analysis of the results revealed a 
concern with six focal issues: 


— program design issues 

- partnership/induction issues 

- early childhood education issues 
— separate school issues 

— societal issues 

- admission issues 


TECO will continue to consider pre- 
service programs in the coming year. 


Induction Programs 


In 1991, TECO sponsored a research 
project to monitor the Carleton Board 
of Education’s induction program 
and to develop an overview of other 
induction programs functioning in 
the province. 


The project's final report, Support for 
Beginning Teachers: Ontario 
Perspectives, was received in July 
1991. A discussion paper based on 
the report was sent to the major 
jurisdictions for comments. Then, a 
directional paper based on the report 
and on the comments elicited by the 
discussion paper was submitted to 
TECO at its June meeting. 


The directional paper, accompanied 
by TECO’s recommendations, will be 
forwarded to the Minister of 
Education and the Minister of 
Colleges and Universities for their 
consideration in the fall of 1992. 


In-service Activities 


In 1990, TECO established a task 
force to investigate ways and means 
of improving the development and 
delivery of in-service programs for 
teachers. The task force completed its 
mandate with the submission of its 
report at the June 1992 meeting of the 
council. 


In preparing its report, the task force 
met with representatives of various 
sectors of the education system. It 
received a number of briefs and, with 
the assistance of a consulting group, 
conducted a series of information- 
gathering surveys of school boards, 
teacher, instructors for courses 
leading to additional qualifications, 
faculties of education, and teacher 
centres. 


The task force report to TECO 
contained forty-four 
recommendations covering various 


aspects of teacher in-service, 
including proposed improvements 
with respect to regional and 
provincial co-ordination, the 
additional qualifications course 
program, access to teacher in-service, 
and French-language education. 


Members of the council received the 
report and will submit their 
comments and those of their 
constituent groups for further 
discussion at an early fall meeting of 
TECO. The purpose of the discussion 
will be to develop a series of 
proposals on teacher in-service based 
on the recommendations of the task 
force. It is expected that there will be 
proposals for approval and imple- 
mentation by all four stakeholders in 
teacher education: school boards, 
teacher federations, universities, and 
government. 


Collaborative Approaches to 
Teacher Education 


In response to a referral from the 
Minister of Education in February 
1991, TECO assumed the role of 
facilitator for a series of meetings, 
involving three postsecondary 
institutions, on the topic of preparing 
teachers of the early years. 


Representatives of Centennial College 
of Applied Arts and Technology, 
Ryerson Polytechnical Institute, and 
the University of Toronto’s Faculty of 
Education and Institute for Child 
Studies met several times. In June 
1991, TECO accepted their recom- 
mendations for the collaborative 


development of programs for 
educators of young children. 


These recommendations were 
presented to the Minister of 
Education and the Minister of 
Colleges and Universities. A special 
grant was subsequently provided by 
the Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities for the continuation of 
the project. 


The general objectives of the project 
are to develop a model and 
processes, applicable provincially, for 
the collaborative development and 
delivery of teacher education 
programs and to develop and 
implement a more effective 
preparation experience for teachers of 
young children. A steering committee 
and a work team for the project were 
established in December 1991 (see 
Appendix 2). In June 1992, the work 
team presented its proposed program 
goals, program design, and 
curriculum to TECO. These were 
approved in principle. The final 
report of the work team is expected 
in November 1992. 


In the meantime, an additional 
qualifications course, co-operatively 
developed and delivered by the three 
institutions, was offered in the 
summer of 1992. 


Orientation Programs 


The general objective of this project is 
to develop proposals for orientation 
programs that will facilitate the 
successful integration into Ontario 
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schools of teachers who received their 
teacher education outside Ontario. 


The project was initiated following a 
request from the Deputy Minister of 
Education for TECO “to develop a 
proposal to make TLS Orientation 
Programs available through a 
partnership among its constituents 
(faculties of education, school boards, 
and OTFP).” In addition, TECO’s 
report Teachers for French-Language 
Schools: Supply and Demand 
recommended that an orientation 
program be required for Temporary 
Letters of Standing valid in French- 
Language Instructional Units and that 
TECO develop these programs in the 
context of those being developed for 
all Temporary Letters of Standing. 


Recognizing that the English- 
language system and the French- 
language system may have both 
different and similar needs, a 
bilingual project team was 
established. The team consists of a 
steering committee of TECO members 
and two work teams — one for the 
English-language system and one for 
the French-language system (see 
Appendix 2). Each work team 
consulted with groups from the 
wider community to receive input for 
the proposals and reaction to the 
suggested programs. Combined 
meetings of the work teams were 
held to share information and to 
develop a co-ordinated set of 
recommendations that will be 
forwarded to TECO in October 1992. 


Teachers for French- 
Language Schools: Supply 
and Demand 


As reported earlier in this document, 
TECO funded a research project 
conducted by the University of 
Ottawa on the supply of and demand 
for teachers for French-language 
schools and classes. 


This research project was undertaken 
in the spring of 1991. Most of the 
data collected reflected the teacher 
supply and demand situation as it 
existed prior to the announcement of 
financial constraints, which are 
expected to have a temporary effect 
on short-term teacher recruitment 
needs. Although this development 
has removed some of the project’s 
urgency for the immediate future, the 
basic causes of the lack of French- 
language teacher supply identified in 
the study have not changed and still 
need to be addressed. 


The main contribution of the research 
was to provide the council with more 
precise data on the regional and sub- 
regional distribution of French- 
language school teacher supply and 
demand needs. 


The researchers reported that, in 
1990, more than four teachers out of 
ten entering the profession in 
Ontario’s French-language schools 
came from outside Ontario. The 
numbers are even higher in parts of 
Northern Ontario and all of central 
and southern Ontario. 


After analysing the data, the French- 
Language Advisory Committee 
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submitted a report to TECO. Its 
recommendations were approved, 
with minor revisions. The council’s 
report was presented to the Minister 
of Education and the Minister of 
Colleges and Universities in 

May 1992. 


Review of Programs 


In February 1992, the principal 
investigator of the research project 
submitted a final report to the Task 
Force on Review of Pre-service 
Programs. Using this report as a 
basis, the task force held three 
meetings to prepare their report to 
TECO. 


Members of the task force presented 
the Review of Pre-service Programs 
Report to the council in June 1992. 
The task force recommended that a 
quality audit review be initiated by 
all institutions in the next academic 
year and that two pilot projects for a 
full program review be initiated. 


After being discussed by the council, 
a revised report, with recom- 
mendations, will be forwarded for the 
consideration of the Minister of 
Education and the Minister of 
Colleges and Universities in the fall 
of 1992: 


Faculty Renewal 


In May 1992, the research report 
sponsored by TECO, Planning for 
Faculty Renewal in Universities and 
Faculties of Education, was submitted 
to the Task Force on Faculty 
Renewal. 


A sub-group met twice and the 
complete task force met once to 
prepare and ratify a report for TECO. 


The final report of the task force, 
with recommendations, was tabled at 
TECO’s June meeting. The report was 
received and will be placed on the 
council’s fall agenda for further 
discussion. 


It is anticipated that TECO will 
forward its recommendations to the 
Minister of Education and the 
Minister of Colleges and Universities 
in late fall 1992. 
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Outreach and Consultation 


In all its activities, TECO is 
committed to involving as many 
individuals and education and 
community groups as possible. In 
1991-92, the members of its task 
forces, project teams, and work 
groups were drawn from nearly forty 
organizations throughout the 
province (see Appendix 2). 


Meetings held to identify issues and 
areas of concern, to obtain input to 
assist in the development of 
proposals, and to elicit reaction to 
possible directions and/or 
recommendations included 193 
individuals. In addition, information- 
sharing sessions were held with fifty- 
one groups. (See Appendix 3 for a list 
of the individuals and groups 
involved.) 


In its final report, the Teacher 
Education Review Steering 
Committee stated, “The recasting of 
teacher education into a continuum 
marked by reflective practice and life- 
long training must be a collaborative 
venture. The idea of a continuum can 
only become a reality if those who 
are responsible for each of the 
distinct parts of teacher education 
join together and share responsibility 
for the whole” (p. 6). The report goes 
on to describe TECO’s role as one of 
“[promoting] improved co-ordination 
and dialogue among the constituent 
groups, [articulating] the elements of 
the teacher education continuum, 


[and fostering] a climate of 
innovation and continued improve- 
ment of teacher education” (p. 11). 


TECO’s record of achievement in this 
area is significant. It has been 
successful in bringing groups 
together to discuss, to disagree, and 
to make decisions. The maturing of 
these relationships may do much to 
remove the scepticism and the 
cynicism of those called upon to co- 
operate, to merge, and to collaborate 
in future teacher education activities.
